The Right Honourable the LORD MATOR being deeply ſenſible of the Unhappy Prevalency and Dangerous Conſcquences of 
ſuch Practiles ; and being Convinced, That nothing can pur a Stop to the further growth and increaſe of ſuch [mpietics , but a Reſolute 
and Vigorous _— of the ſeveral LAWS, by a ſtrict and impartial Inflicting the (everal Penaltics and Punithments by them appointed 
upon all Offenders. 

F His LORDS TP therefore, out of a due Senſe of His Duty zo GOD, and Regard to the Honour and Welfare of the Governmencz 
of this City committed to his Care, being reſolved ro Effect the ſame,doth (with the Advice of His Brethren the Aldermen) hereby Renew 
and Command the Oblcryance of all former Orders and Precepts ; And doth ſtrictly Charge and Command all Conſtables,Churchwardens, 
Overſeers of the Poor in their reſpeCtive Pariſhes, and all other Officers and Miniſters of Juſtice within this City and Liberties, to put the ſaid Laws in Execution.

And ſoraſmuch as the keeping Holy of the L OR D's Day commonly called Suaday, is a principal part of the true Service of GOD, and that all Perſons on that Day 
ought to apply themſelves to the Duty of Picty and Religion both pubiick and private ; and the keeping open of Taverns, Colfechoutes and Alchouſes on the (aid Day , 
and the Receipt and Entertaining of the People, as well in time of Divine Service as out,isa great means of prophaning and abuſing the ſame ; His LO RDS #7 1 P doth 
ſtrictly Charge and Command, That no Yizrner, Coffeeman, or other keeper ot Publick houſes, do keep open his or theic Houſes on that Day, not perm it any perlon to 
Drink or Tipple thercin, cither in time of Divine Service, or afterwards,upon pain to be proſzcured, not only as Ofeal:rs againtt (eyeral of the Laws aforementioned, 
bur alſo to be proceeded againſt by ſuch other Methods ani! Puniſhmeats as the greatneſs of the {aid Offence requires,

And for the more ctietual ſuppreſſing the Vices before mentioned, His LORDS777P doth further Recommend it to all good Citizens of this CITY, and others, 
who ſhall at any time hereafter have knowledge of the Commiſſion of any tuch Offences, or of the neglect or undue Practices of any Officer, to give timely Notice 
thereof ro his Lordſhip, or fome other of His MA F ES TT's Juſtices of the Peace within this City , His L-r4/hip being reſolved ro take Care, That all due Encourage- 
ment ſhall be given to {ucl2 as ſhall ſo Inform. : 

And His LORDSH11P doth likewile hereby Order, Thar all Con/tabies,Churchwardens, and other Officers in their ſeveral Wards and Pariſhes, do from time to time, 
every Month, after the Date hereof, bring and deliver to the Aldermen ot their reſpective Wards a true and perfe& account in Writing of all the Offenders by any of 
them Diſcovered or Charged, Proſecuted or Convicted, and cheir ſeveral Offences and the Penalties thereupon levied, and how the ſame are diſpoſed of ; To the end the 
ſaid Alderman may bring the ſame before rhe COU RT of Lord Mayor and Aldermen. And to that intent all and every the Aldermen of the reſpeQtive Wards are hereby 
defired and required, to Summon together once every Month, all and every the Officers of their ſeycral Wards perlonally , to receive from them an Account of their 
Proccedings concerning the premiſles. | 

And, that no Conſtat/2 or other Officer may be any ways diſcouraged in the lawtul, diligent and vigorous Proſecution of his Duty in the premiſes ; his Lordſhip doth 
further Declare. Thar if they or any of them ſhall be refiſted, vexed or moleſted in the Execution of their Offices , they thall be Vindicatcd by the Authority of the 
COURT of Ld Miyor and 417dermes, and the Offenders protecutcd and punithed according to Law.
